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STATUS OF MUSLIM BROTHERHOOD ANALYZED

[Text] All of the detentions of the underground Muslim Brotherhood i, the vil- 
lages of the triangle, which began 3 months ago, have not brought in their wake 
the usual protests and traditional charges that the government is repressing 

the Arab populace. And for a simple reason: the term underground sounds inap- 
propriate for the "Muslim Brotherhood" phenomenon, which has spread within the 
last 2 years throughout the triangle. The “brothers” have generally conducted 
themselves noisily and have often taken to violence against their opponents. 


The "patience" which the regime has shown towards the violent phenomenon has 
aroused the suspicion in many citizens that other elements are concealed be- 
hind the Muslim bands and slogans. And the ban on publication of the deten- 
tions and their scope for a period of 3 months--even though the matter was 
well-known to many Arab citizens in the triangle and the territories--has led 
to explanations and doubts. 


In short, the story of the underground is surrounded by a cloud of suspicions 
and doubts that will not dissipate for a long time. Meanwhile only one solid 
fact is clear: the underground has flourished through a broad popular ground- 
swell of aggressive religious awakening against a background of self-searching 
by rejected youth and the influence of television which has demonstrated the 
force of Islam in Iran. 


The Six-Day War was, among the rest, a turning point in the spiritual life of 
Muslims in Israel. This community, the large majority of which was considered 
as religious believers but not exactly expert in knowledge of matters of Islamic 
faith, in the first 20 years of the existence of the state manifested no 
fanatic religious activity. No religious league was established, and except 
for rare instances, no voices of religious activists were heard trying to build 
on religious demagoguery or communal fanaticism. It seems that in the wake of 
the success of the Communists in penetrating very broad circles that the "1948" 
disaster" was caused in large measure by the blind fanaticism of the Grand 
Mutfi Haj Amin el Husseini, and many Israeli Muslims tried to distance then- 
selves from any hint of religious fanaticism. And the contracts with the 
secular Jewish community led many to believe that atheism and progress were one 











and the same thing. At that stage only one step separated them from any die- 
play of religious fanaticiem. 


On the other hand, the Six-Day War opened the way for Muslim citizens of lerael 
to the cultural and religious institutions in Judea and Samaria. 


Religious awakening 


It may be that talk of ancestral patrimony, the holy places and repentence 
which was widespread among the Jews of Israel after the Six-Day War contributed 
to the awakening of religious sensibilities among the Muslim populace, but it 
is certain that the renewal of ties between the Muslims in Israel and the 
Muslims in the territories was an important accelerating factor in this direc- 
tion. The Israeli Muslims, overwhelmingly villagers, were deeply impressed by 
the fact that in East Jerusalem, in Shechem, in Gaza and in Hebron there were 
academics and free professionals who were proud to keep up the commandments of 
Islam. The atmosphere of the month of Ramadan and the general fast which was 
maintained in most of the cities and villages of Judea and Samaria constituted 
@ striking comrast, especially to the villagers in the triangle. 


But the influence of the encounter was not Limited to Um el Fahm, Tayyiba, 
and Baqah al Garbiah. Nazareth, Acre, Kfar Cana’, Shefar'am and (Timra) also 
began to feel the new spirit. Inetead of the single mosque in Nazareth of the 
Mandate says, there are four mosques today and two more in various stages of 
construction. The majority of Arab settlements are going through a similar 
process. Instead of the Imams (the leaders during public prayer), the elders 
and the unschooled, young activist sheikhs, graduates of al Azhar University 
in Cairo, were “imported.” The Shaykh Abd al Sami’ Refa'i was the first of 
these sheikhs and already 10 years ago succeeded in causing a great change in 
the attitude towards religion in Um el Fahm, the largest of the Arab villages 
in israel. 





To his credit he influenced dozens of young people to abandon their restless 
lives and the road to crime. He also removed them from the influence of the 
Communist party and in so doing aroused against himself half of the propa- 
gandistes of this party (which controls the local council), was thrown out of 
Um el Fahm, moved on to Kfar Qara’ (and from there to Snan in the Western 
Galilee). 


Not only talk 


AL ITTIHAD started an aggressive campaign against “those who hide behind 
religion--a slogan borrowed from the lexicon of the Egyptian regime--desiring 
to bring us back to the dark days of the Middle Ages, and who totally ignore 
“the plunderers of holy Muslim monies" (a reference, of course, to the govern- 
ment which holds the property of the Muslim Waqf). 


The “Muslim Brotherhood,” which were occupied until then with trying to force 
traditional dress on Muslim women and segregation of the sexes in the schools, 

in addition to prayers and acts of violence against the “heretics"--the com- 
munists and purveyors of alcohonic beverages--were forced to undertake an 
anti-government campaign. But it seems that they did not make do with words alone. 
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A public personage who “merited” a house call and a violent threat complained 
to the police, and there they tried to calm him down without attaching much 
importance to the incident. 


But the man wae afraid and tried to curry favor with those who had threatened 
him, and so did many who heard about the organization of groups in the spirit 
of the "Muslim Brotherhood” known from Egypt of the forties and fifties. Pub- 
licity about the Muslim Brotherhood and Khomeyni wae widely distributed in 
every large village, and distinguished families began to change from secular 
ceremonies and wedding celebrations to religious ones, the essence of which 

ie a rich weal for the men alone and religious homilies which did not lack 

for tough worde against Russia and the communiste. 


By court order @ blackout was imposed on all the detentions, but the “secret” 
wae known to 41] Arabe within Lerael and without. Jordanian television put 
out a detailed account of the “scheming of the occupation forces" against 
Muslim clergy, together with the names of three shaykhs from Jenin and 
Shechem. Have these noisy bands served as a cover for the activities of an

{Text} During 1974, Hueayn, king of Jordan, signaled Lerael that he was ready to 
enter negotiations regarding a separation of forces agreement. The king asked for 
the application of the political formula which served in the negotiations between 
Terael and Egypt and Ierael and Syria, which ultimately removed Ierael from those 
territories which it had seized from those countries in 1967 and 1973. 


Hueayn's signale were met with an unambiguous response. The governments of Golda 
Meir and Yitehaq Rabin rejected proposals to open negotiations with Jordan on a 
“separation of forces” along the common border. At face to face meetings with 
the king, [eraeli leaders rejected his proposals for a settlement. The king, 
disappointed with the absolute negative from Israel, accepted the resolutions of 
the Rabat Conference in the summer of 1974, which gave the PLO its key position 
fm the territories. 


Seven yeare later, in his office in the East Jerusalem Electric Company, Anwar 
Nusaybah (past Jordanian defense minister, and one of the most influential persons 
fn Eaet Jerusalem and the territories) says that the Israeli government's rejec- 
tion of ‘s proposal is within the reals of “an error that will last for 


generations. 


He told me: “The situation between Israel and Jordan could be completely different. 
That could have been 4 one time opportunity. Now it is guch more difficult to 

turn back the wheels of history, and I doubt now whether under the present circum 
stances Busayn could come off the fence to negotiate with Lerael.” 


Arar Nusaybah is a restrained personality. His house in the wealthy neighborhood 
of the American Colony and his office on Salladin Street are a focus for pigrimages 
by people from both the territories and Israel. Peres laid out for him the bases 
of the Alignment's program called the “Jordanian option.” 


A few days later Nusaybah was in Amman and conducted long discussions with King 
yn about the Peres program and the expected political developments io Israel 
after the Knesset elections. 











Anwar Nusaybah denies that he acted as an intermediary between Peres and Husayn. 
He claime that he te not 4 politician but an Arab public servant in Bast Jerusalem 
and the territories in hie role ae chairman of the board of the East Jerusales 
Electric Co. 


This week he ended a protracted legal dispute with the leraeli government, which 
had sought to take over the Bast Jerusalem Electric Company. The decision of the 
High Court against the Ieraeli government's taking control of the electric 
company (by purchasing) was viewed in the territories as the personal victory of 
Anwar Nusaybah. Thus, from the moment that Minieter of Energy Yitshaq Moda'i 
decided to take over the East Jerusalem Electric Company until the decision of the 
High Court, Aqwar Nusaybah had conducted the struggle by himelf. 


The Plaeatinian leader is not celebrating as a victor, but in a candid conver- 
ation in his spacious offices he said that the High Court's decision was for hia 
4 restorative, to continue hie etruggle. 


He knows that the road ie etill long, that Minieter of Energy Moda'i will etill 
try to realise hie plan of “annexing” the power company, and that he is ready to 
continue the Legal etruggle. te warns that Ierael will be making 4 mietake if 
it tries to take over the installations of the company by force. 


This week Nusaybah was invited to 4 meeting with Minister Yitshaq Moda'i. But he 
refused to appear. iiie explanation ia that he had not yet had « chance to read 
the full text of the decision which was written in Hebrew. But that ie not his 
only reason, and perhaps not the principal one. 


Nusaybah saye: “Minister Moda'i characterized se as 

want to force him to meet with an enemy agent, lest he be considered treasonous 
in lerael. ff I am an enemy agent, shy do I have wo 

to meet with me?" 


Aqwar Nusaybah is convinced that Minister of Energy Yitehaq Moda'i is motivated 
by political considerations. In his opinion, the approach of the lerseli minister 
is in error, and only makes wore difficult Arab-Jewieh coexistence. 


Anwar Nusaybah claims that his company does not discriminate between its Arab 
and Jewish customers. He did not see the braodcast on Ieraeli television, in 
which eettlers of Judea and Samaria told how there were repeated disruptions in 
their electrical service, and how repaire took days, while in Arab areas repairs 
were made promptly. He denies this accusation and says: “Service is equal for 
everyone. I personally see to that.” 


But for the moment he does not hide his pride over the fact that the decision of 
the High Court leaves the company in Arab hands. “It is for all purposes an Arab 
company, and I will fight for it to remain so. All I am interested in is that 


the company should supply good service——for everyone. That is ay policy.” 


Anwar Nusaybah lists his achievements in the company: “In the year in which I 

serve as chairman of the board, aodern equipment was installed, and we tied addit- 
fonal areas into the network. To our lfet of customers we added 17 Arab villages 
ant « oueber of Ierseli settlements, including Beth-El, Tekoa, and the industrial 


region of Ofra.” 
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A year ago the Bast Jerusalem Electric Company was on the verge of bankruptcy. 
Keonomic problems threatened ite existence. In addition, there were disputes 
between members of its board of directors regarding the lin with the leraeli 
Electric Company. Within two years, two chairmen of the company board had 
reaigned=~Almad Afifi and Elias Parj, who ise mayor of Bethlehem. When it seemed 
that the company would collapse, with a forced sale of ite assets to the Leraeli 
Llectric Company, there was 4 turnabout. Anwar Nusaybah seised the reins of the 


company . 
Why did he do this? 


lie claims that he sought to preserve the Arab identity of the company. Others 

aay that thie wae an unusual opportunity for him to return to the focus of 
political tnfluence in the territories, ae 4 leader on the front line, and not 

just a8 one pulling the stringe from behind the curtain. But there were those who 
interpreted his return to public life as an attempt by King Husayn to preserve 

for himself options with respect to the future of the West Bank, and East Jerusalem 
in particular. 


Anwar Nusaybah denies this. “I do not see this company as a political base. In 
the past I was 4 politician. Today I have no political ambitions. I am old. I 
am approaching 68. Ie that an age for a political race? I have only wanted to 
preserve the independent existence of the company and to prevent its sale to 
Israel. T am a Palestinian Arab. IT am proud that this is an Arab company." 


In the same week in which he stood in the political limelight as the one who had 
beaten the [eraeli government in legal battle, Amar Nusaybah t to minimize 
his power and influence in East Jerusalem, and the territorics: ‘I am not «4 
famous man. fT am a very simple man, 4 lawyer who, quite by accident, entered 
political life in the distant past.” 


This “accident” led to his appointment to senior posts in the Jordanian cabinet. 

He was considered the “number one Palestinian,” in the Jordanian establishment. 

He maintained very strong links with King Hueayn. Anwar Nusaybah was minister of 
education, ambassador to London, the Hague, and Stockholm, ruler of East Jerusalem, 
and finally minister of development and minister of defense. He claims: “Today 

Tt am not a political leader. The Palestinians have chosen their leaders and I 
respect their choice. Today, [ am a busineseman, and not very successful at that." 
fe saye thie with a enile. 


Behind the “not very successful busineseman™ is a man of power, property, and 
enormous public and political influence, going far beyond his official position. 
The genealogy of the Nusaybah family tree shows that his forefathers settled in 
Jerusalem 1300 years ago. 


During the 1940's, Anwar Nusaybah, then a young Palestinian, was enthused with 
mationaliet ideas. He was a friend of the Mufti Haj-al-Amin Husayni. He says 
of himself that he was always respectful of his Jewish neighbors and that he was 
a moderate on the tesue of Arab-Jewish relations. He tells of discussions with 
his Jewish neighbors in Jerusalen. 











"I asked them why we could not live together in an Arab Palestine, and they said: 
‘We want a atate of our own.’ Today, the Palestinians say the same thing=-and 
you refuge to recognize their existence and right of self determination. 


Anwar Nusaybah, who te called “Husayn's man in Jerusalem" does not believe in the 
formulas of common life and coexistence under the present circumstances: "“Co- 
existence is impossible under conditions of occupation. As long as Israel does 
not terminate the military administration and ite control over the territories, 
no factor will agree to negotiate with it. Today we are destroying one another 
inatead of thinking together=~by using the wonderful brainpower found here--of 
how to build a common life. The whole Electric Company affair is typical. How 
can you expect leaders in the territories to be ready to negotiate with Israel 
in an atmosphere of dictates and attempted takeovers? 


“There were various possibilities for a settlement and a general solution of the 
Palestinian problem. But Lerael made a great mistake during the period of nego- 
tiations over 4 separation of forces, and there was a one time opportunity lost, 
after the 1967 war. By virtue of the shock of the war and its consequences, it 
would have been possible to solve the Palestinian problem. I think that Ierael, 
ae well as we, believed there was no need to hurry. Since then, things have 
gotten more complicated, and faite accompli have been created. The Israeli 
settlements in the territories have only deepened the resentment and frustration." 


Anwar Nusaybah rejects the various Israeli proposals for achieving a general peace 
in the region: "The Dayan plan for implementation unilaterally of autonomy is not 
practical. The plan does not eliminate Ieraeli occupation. It leaves Israel in 
control of the field, and rulers generally do not respect the rights of autonomy. 
The Israeli government's autonomy plan, or that of Dayan, will only more us 
backwards. I am not speaking only for myself. I am expressing general opinion. 


"The ‘Jordanian option’ of the Alignment is also impractical. Jordan has said 
that only the PLO can conduct negotiations over the future of the territories." 


Declarations are one thing and deeds another. “Husayn's man in Jerusalem" is 
loyal to the official line and is careful not to deviate from it. In the coming 
days he will travel to Amman again, for another meeting with the King. He will 
report to him about what is going on in [erael, and when he returns he will 
continue to follow what is happening. He will see if the elections will create 
a situation in which Husayn can come down off of the fence on which he has been 
sitting since the Rabat Conference.

MK LIN SEES SEVERAL ARAB ORGANIZATIONS ACTIVE IN COUNTRY

[Interview with MK Amnon Lin by Rafa'el Bashan: “The network of ‘The Holy War 
Family' Which Was Exposed By Security Services Is the Most Danyerous Underground 
Arab Organization to Be Discovered Since the Establishment of the Stare") 


[Text] It is possible to agree with all of the opinions of MK Amnon Lin in matters 
regarding our policies with respect to Israeli Arabs, yet one could strongly oppose 
them. It is a fact that in spite of the attacks upon him, Lin has remained 
consistent in his views, and the capture of a network of the Muslim Brotherhood 
called “the Holy War Family" shows that several of MK Lin's basic assumptions have 
some basis and foundation. 


On 6 June 1980 Amnon Lin filed with the Cabinet and the Committee on Foreign and 
Security Affairs a comprehensive research document entitled “policy proposals for 
Government Action Among Israeli Arabs--Outline For Internal Discussion." The 
material for the document was collected over many weeks by a body called “The 
Movement for Haifa and the North," and was written by intellectuals and experts 
on the problems of Jewish-Arab relations within Israel. All of them are residents 
of Haifa and the North. Although the document contains long and detailed chapters 
on how to rehabilitate relations between Jews and Arabs in Israel, and expresses 
a reserved optimism that this program can be implemented, it basically issues a” 
unambiguous and urgent warning that if the country does not move quickly and 
effectively, there will be an unavoidable radicalization among Arab circles hostile 
to Israel which could reach the proportions of a civil war. The arrest of the 
Muslim Brotherhood network in the Triangle is, in Lin's opinion, a clear sign of 
the beginning of this process. 


Question: Why now in particular has there been such a storm surrounding the “Holy 
War Family" (‘'Usrat-al-Jihad) representing the Muslim Brotherhood in Israel? 
Didn't we know of its existence before this time? 


Lin: (Always energetic, maintaing an original and independent line of thinking, 
for years a sharp expert on the complex and delicate matter of Jewish Arab 
relations in the country, one of the leaders of “La'am" and head of the Arab- 
Jewish Union in Haifa): The Six-Day War and in particular the Yom Kippur War 
brought about a substantive and revolutionary change in the thinking of Israeli 








Arabs. This stems firat from the fact that the Arabs of the territories have 
looked upon tie Israeli Arabs as a defeated flock, accepting the yoke of Israeli 
control, while they have emphasized the erectness of their posture, causing the 
leraeli Arabs deep feelings of frustration. If in the past the architects of the 
strategy of the Arab armies and in particular the tacticlans of the PLO did not 
take into account the Israeli Arabs ae a factor in future wars, certainly after 
the Yom Kippur War and the appearance of Yasir Arafat at the UN the leaders of 
the PLO sensed that there had occurred at spiritual and substantive revolution 
among the extremist of the I[eraeli Arabe. Therefore, they formulated a new policy 
on the basis of which the Israeli Arabs could be used quickly in any future war 
with I[erael. 


Question: How many extremist Arab organizations are operating, to the best of 
your knowledge, today in Israel? 


Lin: I would number five such organizations: 


a) B'nei Hakfar ("Children of the Village"): This consists of extremist Arab 
circles, especially of Muslims who view themselves as an arm of the PLO and who 
seek the destruction of the state of [srael and the establishment of a Palestinian 
state on its ruins. Incidentally, many of its members are civil service workers, 
teachers, and intellectuals, who have completed their studies at Israeli 
universities. 


b) “The Progressive National Movement (Telem)": This group believes that there 
is no distinction between Palestinians in diaspora and the fate of Israeli Arabs. 
This movement is preparing itself for the possibility of violent struggle against 
the state when the time comes, by unifying all active nationalist groups. 


c) “The Muslim Yough Movement": This group shares all of the goals of Telem, 
but it places emphasis on a Muslim renaissance, and its activists combine Muslim 
fanaticism (Khomefnism) with the national Palestinian struggle. 


d) In addition to all of the extremist groups which I have listed, Rakah operates 
general national and regional frameworks for the purpose of political struggle, 
with the intention of unifying all of those factors who are not ready to work 
directly alongside Rakah. At this time I would propose that we should view 

Rakah as the factor which at a critical moment could lead an Arab civil insurrec- 
tion and violent struggle, at the order from Moscow. It is well known that the 
PLO receives weapons, training, and financing from the USSR. 


Question: Do you assume or are you certain that this group is led by and receives 
its orders from the PLO? 


Lin: Yes, definitely! In my opinion, the “Holy War Family" network is led by 
Fatah, which is the operational arm of the PLO. It was from this network that 
60 people were recently arrested and indicted. 
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Queation: Why was che arrest of thia network shrouded in such a veil of secrecy 
and revealed only after the illegal publication in the Jerusalem Arab daily 


AL-QUDS? 


Lint Le is clear to me that we could not reveal much of the information which we 
had collected, and it was justifiably secret. Unfortunately, there are many 
organizations and people in Israel, among them Jews, who if they had obtained even 
a little of this information in advance would have foiled the operation by the 
security services out of sympathy for the network or out of ideological considera- 
tions. [I do believe that among those who return to Islam “in repentance" are 
people who do it seriously, and that is a positive phenomenon. But the PLO is 
cynically exploiting their innocence for evil. 


Question: In your opinion, what percentage of the Israeli Arab population is 
numbered among the subyersive organizations on their sympathizers? 


Lin: I believe that the large majority of Arab youth identifies with the ideas 
of the extremist organizations. But at the same time I think that the decisive 
majority of the Arab population in the country is not ready to embark on adven- 
tures against the state, and prefers to maintain moderation, for the time being. 


It pains me to see that Arabs who were for years loyal to the state of Israel 
are now afraid to act so openly, and are persecuted by the extremists. Their 
number is substantial, but they prefer to remain locked in their homes for 

fear of confrontation with the extremists. This is because the government 

does not give them sufficient protection in their struggle against the subver- 
sives. That is one of the reasons that the street Arab has fallen into the hands 
of the extremists. I view this as a serious omission of the Likud government, 
which until now has not been wise enough to formulate a clear policy with respect 
to the [Israeli Arabs. 


The auto injuries in Jaffa, and the suspected collaboration of the “lioly War 
Family" network with the Jewish and Arab underworld do not frighten me. WHat 
does concern me is that this is one of the methods of training operational 
units of these organizations to give them professional experience and psycho- 
logical training to carry out sabotage in the heart of the state of Israel, 
when the order is given. 


I want to re-emphasize that the moderate Israeli Arabs hoped very much that 

when the Likud came to power it would provide full protection for those loyal, 
even more than was done by the Alignment government. Nothing was done in this 
matter. The ‘oyal Arab citizens are rapidly losing their self-confidence. It 
pains me to see that proposals which have been made lie like rocks not overturned. 


The government has not even considered them once, although members of the Committee 
on Foreign and Defense Affairs supported them. But there were those who argued 
that my conclusions were greatly exaggerated. The capture of the “Holy War 
Family" network vindicates, unfortunately, my analysis. 





I know that I have been marked with the image of an angry prophet. But I have 
never changed my | asic position that we must do everything we can to live 
together with the Arabs in peace and brotherhood in the state of Israel. At 
the same time, [ call upon the Israeli government and expect it to understand 
that ultimately administrative decrees and successful actions by the security 
services are not a substitute for a basic solution, when there is no clear and 
unambiguous policy.

Third, the Lebanese Front hee net yet announced its candidate, but the 
opponents of the front hawe prepared themselves for that. A Broad Front 
which it led by Rashid Karemi, the Sunni candidate for the prime sinis- 
ter’s position hae been eetabliched. This Bread Front is expected to 








attract most of the moderate leaders on the Islamic and Christian sides, 
Its candidate for the president is to be former president Sulayman 
Franjiyyah or Brig Gen Raymond lddih. 


Fourth, in accordance with Lebanon's custom, the administration has a very 
large number of proteges. Just as President Fu'ad Shihab, not his oppo- 
nents, came to complement the government of President Sham'un; just as 
President Charles Helu came to complement the Shihabi administration--even 
more than Shihab's administration complemented Helu's; just as President 
Franjiyyah came to complement Helu's administration, after the internal 
coup in Helu's administration in favor of the opponents of Shihabism, 
among which was the Franjiyyah-Salam front; and just as President Sarkis 
came to complement Franjiyyah's administration in numerous and various 
forms, there are those who are now trying to make preparations for a can- 
didate who will be an extension of Sarkis's administration. 





Filth, attempts are being made now behind the scene to reach an agree- 
ment on a Maronite candidate who would re,cesent both sides of the 
Lebanese Front: the Phalangists and the Liberals on the one hand and the 
independent Maronites on the other. To prepare for this more than one 
meeting has been held between Amin al-Jumayyil (the Phalangists) and Danny 
Sham'un (the Liberals). Sham'un has been out of Lebanon since the battle 
of al-Safra last July. The two parties agreed that Danny Sham'un was to 
return to Lebanon to take part with Amin al-Jumayyil [in the effort] to 
prepare the Maronite climate outside the two parties so that all Maronites 
could come to an agreement even if the matter required a dialogue that 
would be followed by a reconciliation with former president Sulayman 
Franjiyyah. 


And here a few common denominators must be mentioned that could bring 
together Franjiyyah and the Maronites of the north on the one hand and Amin 
and Danny and the Maronites in central Lebanon and al-Jabal on the other 
hand. 


A. Both Amin al-Jumayyil and Danny Sham'un represent what may be called the 
moderate wing in the front. This is the wing that condemned the action of 
expelling former president Franjiyyah from the front either because of the 
Franjiyyah's objection to the identity of the "group" that must support the 
front militarily or in view of the party upheaval that led to the assassina- 
tion of Tony Franjiyyah, the son of former president Franjiyyah and the 
dearest person to his heart on the face of the earth. These “ideas” are 
not far from former president Franjiyyah's mind; in fact, they may be his 
own ideas. 


B. This rapprochement action that is being led by Amin al-Jumayyil seeks, 
according to Amin al-Jumayyil himself, to place matters in their proper 
place. “The homeland is more important than Amin al-Jumayyil's dispute with 
Danny Sham'un and the Phalangists' dispute with Franjiyyah. The time has 
come for us to realize that Lebanon can survive only with affection." This 
too is not far from former president Franjiyyah's mind. 





C, Amin aleJumayyil says, “If Lebanon has to choose an ally and a place of 
refuge in difficult times, and if it has to choose a geographical and a 
cultural dimension, it has no recourse but to turn to Syriaewon its 
borders--and, accordingly, to the Arabs. This is because a person cannot 

go outside his own people. If circumstances have caused the Maronites to 
have a dispute with Syria that has reached the point of hostility, this is 
the result of a tactical error on both sides and not the result of pre- 
conceptions and pre-determinations. In other words, this is not the result 
of a histerical hostility such as that which exists between us and lerael." 


This logic is not remote from that of Franjiyyah. In fact, it 
may be that what Amin al-Jumayyil is saying in thie regard is the same 
thing that Franjiyyah is saying. 


lt is the other disputes that are left. Amin al-Jumayyil calls them 
"squabbles thet are of much less significance than the homeland and what 
the homeland wants." 


Sixth, what remains on the Maronite side--or let us say--in east Beirut 
and in al-Shamal is the force that is represented by Bashir al-Jumayyil, 
the commander of the Lebanese forces, who absolutely rejects everything 
that we have come up with so far. Neither the Lebanese Front nor any one 
of the other Christian forces or the forces that are fighting with each 
other on the Lebanese scene can unilaterally undertake an action that 
does not have the approval of Bashir al-Jumayyil. 


If practical words are better than theoretical words, it is necessary 
for us to say (rather) quickly that Bashir al-Jumayyil who was able to 
unify the Lebanese Front militarily and politically and who established 
tight control over the Christian forces cannot make any concessions in 
favor of a new presidential candidate unless that candidate had previously 
obtained the blessing of the Lebanese Front, and especially the blessing 
of al-Shaykh Pierre al-Jumayyil. According to one of the military 
Phalangists, “If sacrificing Bashir al-Jumayyil becomes inevitable with 
regard to the coming presidential elections, it is self-evident that our 
line of logic would be that nothing more would befall Lebanon than what 
has already befallen it and that we will not allow anyone to go against 
our wishes in what we want in the interests of the country.” 


Seventh, so much for east Beirut. As far as west Beirut is concerned, 

it is self-evident that its interest in the elections would be comparable 
to if not exceeding that of east Beirut. But the candidate of the western 
region--its parties, its groups and its leaders--will be a Maronite, and 
this will complicate matters considerably. The west Marrcnite--the 
reference is to west Beirut--does not represent the effective Maronite 
force on the Lebanese scene. 


The west Maronite does not always represent all the parties and the 
leaders of the western region. What pleases one group does not necessarily 
please the other, not to mention the fact that the new leaders of the 





western region who were selected by the war [for leadership roles! or 
whose support was established by the war are no louger much concerned with 
the sect of the president. This logic is set apart in the new leaders’ 
atatement that “le would be silly for the Lebanese people to fight for 7 
full years (1975-1982 and beyond) in order to replace one Maronite with 
another as the head of the state. The sect of the president is the last 
thing that interests and concerns us. We want justice for all people and 
bread for all the poor. We are trying to build a national Arab homeland 
that can be loyal to its nation and to its Arab character, a homeland that 
befriends the Arabs who befriend it and opposes the Arabs who oppose it. 
Beyond that there is no objection to whomever will be the president.” 


Eighth, this is on the intra-Lebanese scene. But one cannot ignore the 
fact that the active parties on the Lebanese scene are not purely 
Lebanese. In fact, they are no longer Lebanese. In addition to the 
Soviets, the Americans and Israel, there are almost all the Arab forces 
whose interests and concatenations vary from the extreme right to the 
extreme left and include the north, the south, the northeast and the 
southwesr. 


Then there is Syria with the historical, traditional, political and mili- 
tary presence it represents and the effects which that presence has on the 
Lebanese people. 


The effects are positive for the side that finds in fraternal Syria the 
savior that has no objectives and ambitions [in Lebanon). 


The effects are not positive for the other side which finds Syria to be 
a non-fraternal brother that participated in saving the Lebanese situa- 
tion. Despite everything, however, the Syrian role must end at this point. 


Very briefly, this is the position of the parties, the organizations and 
the leaders in all of east Beirut and west Beirut. Because this position 
has not yet been crystallized, the fact that it has not been crystallized 
may complicate matters. In order for matters not to become complicated, 
we considered Brig Gen Raymond Iddih, the president of the Lebanese 
National Bloc party to be the only candidate who could get the blessings 
of the western region without reservations and who could get the blessings 
of more than 50 percent of what the eastern region represents. We are 
basing our statement on the following information and facts which we hope 
we will succeed in relaying. We are guided herein by the supreme interest, 
the interest of all the parties and above them all the interest of the 
home land. 


1. Raymond Iddih is a first rate democratic politician, not only in 
Lebanon, but also in the whole world. He is well-known in his presence 
and in his absence in numerous parliaments of the world that subscribe 
to democracy. 


2. Raymond Iddih is the son of a political family. His father, Emile Iddih

wae president of the Republic of Lebanon from 1936 to 1941. He is a highly 
educated Maronite, 


3. Raymond Iddih did not closely or remotely take part in the Lebanese 
war. Consequently, he is “clean” according to the Lebanese expression and 
has not been soiled by this war. Until before the war ended he was a 
friend to all the feuding parties. 


%. Raymond Iddih is very acceptable in the western region, that is, he 

is acceptable to the political parties, to the national and progressive 
forces and to the conservative leaders of Beirut as well. The Beirut news- 
paper, MONDAY MORNING conducted a survey a few months ago in which Raymond 
lddih emerged as the only acceptable candidate in Lebanon. 


5. On the other side there are the Maronites of the north, that is, the 
supporters of Franjiyvah who do not object to giving Brig Gen 

Iddih their endorsement, especially since the nomination of 

Franjiyyah will provoke debate and perhaps even more than debate. 


6. As a candidate, Raymond Iddih will have more luck with those Maronites 
who are neither Phalangists not Liberals, especially if the atmosphere 
becomes tense and there is an ebb and a flow in the elections. 


7. The Phalangists and the Liberals remain. The Phalangists are absolutely 
opposed to Raymond Iddih, but not all the Liberals are. On the practical 
scene, the two parties constitute the Maronites' “support,” but the 
political circumstances may again shuffle the cards and may make today's 
adversaries tomorrow's allies, just as it made yesterday's allies today's 
adversaries. 


8. Raymond Iddih has the support of most of the non-Maronite Christian 
deputies. 


What does Raymond iddih himself say about all this activity?’ 


First, it must be acknowledged that a discussion with Brig Gen Iddih about 
the presidential elections is more like a real battle. The man insists 
that there are more important matters now than that of looking into the 
question of che presidential candidates, whereas we were insisting that 
the present time was the best time for looking into this subject, 
especially since the Lebanese people want to know, as of now, who will be 
their candidates for the presidency. 


In the interview that took place between me and Brig Gen Raymond Iddih, 
I tried to go straight to the point. 


[Question] Can you, Brigadier General, join the broad front that was 
formed by former prime minister Karami? 


[Answer|) I have already declared that I encourage the establishment of 
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the broad front because it is necessary that our democratic parliamentary 
system experience constructive opposition. | am hoping that constructive 
opposition will be one of the characteriatics of this front. 


(Question) Does your statement that you are encouraging this front mean 
that you will join the front or not? What would you like to do? 


lAnewer) | support most of its positions except its position on “that 
problem.” | cannot possibly agree with the front on “that problem.” ft 
won't tell you what “that problem” is because you will not print it. 


[Question] Indeed I will. Why do you pre~ judge me? Tell me what "that 
problem” is, and I will most certainly convey it just a8 you say it. 


[Anewer) On 11 July 1976 the National Alliance Front was formed in my 
house, and | announced that it had two objectives. 


1. Te prevent the partition or the division of Lebanon; to prevent any 
part of its land from being given up; and to keep Lebanon an independent, 
free, sovereign, Arab, democratic republic. 


2. To work for the withdrawal of the Syrian army from all Lebanese terri- 
tory. | am still insisting on these two objectives. The Broad Front, how- 
ever, has another opinion regarding the second one of these two objectives. 


[Question] Are you referring to the request mentioned in Sulayman 
Franjiyyah's statement that the Lebanese lawful authority be that of the 
army, the police and the Arab deterrent forces? 


[Answer] A number of those who are members of the Broad Front and who 
signed the charter of the National Alliance Front with us in 1976 are 

still insisting today on the presence of the Syrian army in Lebanon lest 
the Phalangists have the opportunity to replace the Syrian army. Sulayman 
Franjiyyah is the only one who is insisting on the presence of the Syrians. 


[Question] But Sulayman Franjiyyah said in his statement that he wants 
to “consider the forces of the army, the police and the Arab deterrent 
forces to be an inseparable lawful security unit while our army is being 
built up and until it becomes capable of assuming its responsibilities to 
replace the Arab deterrent forces. 


[Answer] 1 support Sulayman Franjiyyah against the Phalangists and their 
conduct. But | disagree with him about the continued presence of the 
Syrian forces which Sulayman Franjiyyah says are Arab deterrent forces. 
[Question] Will you allow me to be frank, Brigadier General? 


[Answer] Yes, go ahead. 


[Question] I will ask you two questions. The first question is this: 





You are always making the same statements regarding the presence of the 
Syrians in Lebanon, You knew and the world knows that Syria has assured 
Lebanon more than once that ite ferces are under the command of the 
Lebanese lawful government. Has the Lebanese lawful government issued 

an order that these forces did not obey’ Let's assume that the Syrian 
forces are furtively suggesting disobedience to the Lebanese lawful govern= 
ment, has the lawful government announced that it is suffering from Syrian 
pressures of this kind? Had it made such an announcement, it would have 
areatly embarrassed the Syrians, but the Lebanese lawful government too is 
still saying that the Arab forces, or the Syrian forces a6 you call them, 
are still under its command, 


The second question is thie: If the matter is a8 you say it is, that is, 
if the Syrians are in control of everything in Lebanon, why don't you 
and your allies come onto the scene and wage 4 democratic battle, take 
over the government and then ask the Syrians yourselves to leave 
immediately? 


[Anewer) First of all, you are supposed to hear the same response from 
me whenever the subject of the Syrian presence in Lebanon is brought up. 


Syrian officials make statements that make me always repeat the same words. 


Regarding my answer to your second question, allow me to characterize 
it a8 owt of place. 


First of all, | am a democratic man, and the Broad Front consists of democ- 
ratic deputies who do not wish to destroy the country, but rather preserve 
the constitution and the parliamentary traditions. Your statement, why 
don't we take over power by peaceful means, would have been possible if 

we were living among the Lebanese people and there were no foreigners on 
Lebanon's territory, and especially the Leraeli army which is waiting 

for the appropriate time to seize south Lebanon as far as the Litani fiver 
after forcing 300,000 Shi'ite Lebanese to leave [their land) in south 
LeSanon. 


Second, | am surprised that you do not understand the wishes expressed 
about me by the Independent Parliamentary Bloc. They asked me to come 

back to Lebanon “to pursue parliamentary and nationalist duties for 
Lebanon.” How can you allow yourself to say that this was an invitation to 
declare my candidacy for the presidency’ 


[Question] Thank you, Brigadier General, for attacking me twice at this 
session. But let us go back to the subject without wearing ourselves out 
with the give and take. 


If this or the othe: bioc of deputies or if the Lebanese people were to 
ask you to come back to the country and enter the presidential battle, 
would you comply or not’

[Anewer) You want to drag me inte the question that you have on your 
mind, Te this question my anewer is this: | and other Lebanese [citizens | 
may not today think about the presidential elections because this is pre- 
mature, | may have agreed te do so had we been living under normal con- 
ditions, but the country is in danger and the people are not thinking 
about the elections now. 


[Question] You are deviating from the subject, Brigadier General. The 
question specifically is thie: Can you comply with the demands of the 
Lebanese~-and you are well aware that there are those who are making that 
demand=-and enter the presidential battle in their name? 





[Anewer) First of all, how can you allow yourself to use such expressions 
as “the demands of the Lebanese people” and “you are well aware?” | am not 
aware of these demands and | know nothing about this matter. 


(Question) There is 4 Lebanese newspaper, THE MORNING STAR, which conduc- 
ted a popular survey which you won. As far as the numerous demands are 
concerned, we do not need to remind you, Brigadier General, that they 

are numerous and that they are coming from parliamentary and non-parl iamen- 
taty agencies. 


[Anewer) There you go again harping on the same tune! I have already 
responded to that subject, and [1 said) that if a number of my old parlia- 
mentary colleagues asked me to come back to the country, this does not 
mean that they are nominating me for the presidency. Although | am deeply 
grateful to the newspaper that conducted the survey, | do want to call 
your attention to the fact that it is the Chasiber of Deputies that elects 
the president and not the people. The aforementioned newspaper conducted a 
popular survey. 


[Question] You are still ignoring the question, Brigadier General. if 
the deputies were to ask you to come back and to declare yourself a can- 
didate for the presidency, would you come back and become a candidate or 
not’ 

[Anewer) I cannot respond to a hypothetical question. This is my answer. 
(Question) Then you are not declaring your candidacy for the presidency. 
[Anewer) That is correct. 

[Question] What if they nominate you? 

[Anewer| Call me on the telephone [and ask we then). 


[Question) I have information indicating that a number of deputies will 
run in your elections campaign. Are you prepared [for this)? 


[Anewer) I cannot be « “rubber stamp” president. 











(Question) If you were to become the president, do you have any doubts 
about your ability to refuse to become a “rubber stamp" president? 


[Anewer) 1 do not understand. 


[Question] I mean if you were the president at B'abda Palace, can you 
imagine that the bold and the courageous Raymond iddih will be controlled 
by the agencies that you are referring to? 


[Anewer] These are still hypothetical situations. Everything you are 
saying is hypothetical. 


[Question] What its to be done then’ 


[Anewer] The objective of the Lebanese people and their representatives 
must be to implement UN Security Council resolutions 425 and 426 and to 
get terael out of the south. 


The Lebanese people and the representatives of the Lebanese people then 
have to take part in enabling the Syrian forces to withdraw from Lebanon 
with dignity. This cannot come about unless these forces are replaced 

by international forces or by European-Arab forces. Then the Lebanese 
army along with the internal security forces would be able to restore 
respect for security everywhere in the republic. Anyone who has a better 
suggestion than this one should come forward and proclaim it. We may be 
able to adopt it together gladly because ultimately our objective is to 
restore « unified, sovereign Lebanon to the Lebanese people.

AUTONOMY TALKS BETWEEN SOVIETS, LEBANESE FRONT DISCUSSED 
London AL-MAJALLAH in Arabic 28 Mar-3 Apr 81 pp 19-21 


[Article by Samir Shahin: "Secret Communications Between Soviets and 
Lebanese Front on Putting Christian Autonomy into Practice in Lebanon") 


[Text] In a special report AL-MAJALLAH's correspondent 
in Beirut, Samir Shahin reveals significant informa- 
tion about the Soviet position and Moscow's plans 
regarding Lebanon and the Middle East. 

AL-MAJALLAH reveals significant information about the 
positions of Moscow and Washington on Lebanon and the 
region. 

The Moscow formula: a federation or a confederation 
provided that foreign and defense policies are unified. 


A few Lebanese and Arab figures who had visited Moscow while the 26th 
Congress of the Soviet Communist party was in session held talks with 
responsible and effective Soviet figures about various Arab and inter- 
national affairs. This was a special attempt to explore the Soviet view 
of the destiny of the Lebanese crisis and the crisis of the Middle East 
as a whole. These figures were surprised by a Soviet realism, especially 
with regard to the Lebanese solution, that is not usually mentioned in 
official Soviet statements and is basically at odds with the slogans that 
are proclaimed by the Lebanese left in Beirut--the parties of the National 
Movement. In these slogans the left rejects the appeals for federal or 
similar solutions which are proposed by the Lebanese Front. In other 
words, Soviet realism coincides with the proposals of the Lebanese Front 
in this respect. The views Soviet officials have on a future Lebanese 
solution, as these figures heard them in Moscow, do not object to the 
establishment of local authorities in the Lebanese regions in the context 
of a sectarian federation or confederation, provided that this formula be 
[placed] within the framework of a single central administration and two 
unified foreign and defense policies that abide by the Arab position 
against Israel and against Camp David. 


Soviet officials describe these views as the realistic road to a solution. 





In the course of demonstrating the realism [of that approach], they oppose 
all the analyses among which are those of the Lebanese left itself. le 

is their opinion that Lebanon's financial role will diminish as a result 
of the establishment of other Arab financial centers in Bahrain and Kuwait 
and chat the Lebanese bourgeoisie too will espouse this realism and will 
accept such a formula which would continue to give them free access to the 
oil Arabs. 


In addition to these opinions Soviet officials think that separating 

' Lebanon's crisis from che Middle East crisis is impossible. They think 
that an integrated Lebanese solution at the present time is impossible 
because all the currents of the Middle East crisis have converged on the 
Lebanese scene as a result of the Israeli attacks on Lebanon. This means 
that such [an integrated] solution can only come about through a just and 
comprehensive solution to the Middle East question. 


Soviet officials think it is possible to have an interim Lebanese solution 
provided that a Lebanese-Syrian-Palestinian alliance is set up in the 
context of an integrated political and military direction. They also think 
that this alliance would be tied to the elimination of the existing appre- 
hension that rightist and Christian leaders have of the effects of 
Palestinian presence on the demography of Lebanon. 


Those who related these talks report that senior Soviet officials do not 
expect a solution to the Middle East crisis soon. They think that the 
reason for the delay in the solution lies in the “continuous American 
attack" on the Middle East. There are indications that this attack will 

be escalated under President Reagan's administration, and [there are indi- 
cations that] this administration is determined to revive the policy of 
military alliances in the region. 


Relying on the same information Soviet officials are reported to have 

said that the Soviet Union will not allow this attack to succeed or these 
alliances to be set up. Instead, the Soviet Union will use all means, 
including military intervention, to thwart these attacks and alliances. To 
emphasize this a Soviet official is reported to have said, "Moscow will 
repeat the Afghan precedent in Lran if the United States succeeds in 
restoring its hegemony over this country which borders on the Soviet Union 
and which is vital to Soviet security." Responding to a question about 
whether Moscow was expecting President Reagan to accept the suggestion of 
a bilateral summit that was made to him by Brezhnev, the same official 
replied, "Reagan has to accept, but he will not do so now." Responding to 
another question about whether or not the Americans will accept Brezhnev's 
other proposal about convening an international conference to look into a 
settlement of the Arab-Israeli dispute, the official replied, "They will 
have to accept this too, but they will not do so now also." 


The final and complementary point for these views, which were heard by 
Lebanese figures in Moscow, was manifested in a Soviet rebuke of the 
Palestine Liberation Organization because a few of its executive leaders 
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showed an inclination to sanction the European initiative for a solution 
to the Palestinian question. In Moscow's view this initiative constitutes 
a separate or an incomplete solution to the Palestinian problem, which, 
at the same time, would lead to weakening Syria, leaving it open to U.S.- 
Lsraeli attempts to subject it to the Camp David policy. Relying on these 
statements those returning from Moscow explain Brezhnev's suggestion for 
an internacional conference as Cantamount to an attempt to intercept the 
substance of the European-American initiative in order to return the 
struggle co the superpowers' arena so that the solution can be universal, 
covering the whole world. 


The News Arrived 


These Soviet ideas were relayed to the parties of the National Movement, 
and they created an outcry in the movement's ranks, especially with regard 
to Soviet support of federal proposals for Lebanon. At the same time one 
of the leftist newspapers in Beirut published a statement by two major 
Soviet experts in the Institute of Oriental Studies in Moscow. They are 
oil economics expert (Andrusyan) and a specialist in Lebanese history 
(Gorbovyakhta). The experts’ statement was about the possibility of 
“maintaining Lebanon's unity within a sectarian federation." They 
described such a federation as [presenting] a realistic solution, and they 
mentioned that Lebanon's second problem, that is, the problem of indepen- 
dence, would be solved by having the central Lebanese government abide by 
a policy of hostility toward the Israeli aggression and toward Camp David 
as well as a policy of alliance with Syria and the Palestinians. The 
import of these two statements created a considerable outcry throughout 
Lebanon. 


At the same time statements made by Morris Draper, assistant to the deputy 
of the U.S. secretary of state, in front of a congressional subcommittee 
for Middle East affairs were announced. The statements also mentioned some 
American views about Lebanon's crisis and the Middle East crisis. Obser- 
vers in Beirut deduced from these statements something similar to an agree- 
ment between the Americans and the Soviets on the principle of not separa- 
ting the crisis of Lebanon from the crisis of the region. [The observers 
also concluded that} the incompatibility or the contradiction between the 
two superpowers was only a contradiction in outlook regarding details and 
direction. Whereas the Soviets tie the Lebanese problem to the Syrian and 
Palestinian solutions, the Americans tie the Lebanese problem to a 
Jordanian solution. Draper states that a comprehensive solution to the 
Arab-Israeli struggle will not be possible without the participation and 
cooperation of both Lebanon and Jordan. However, the section in Draper's 
Statements that aroused official Lebanese concern was that in which he 
said that "There are large numbers of Palestinians in both countries. 
Their future will be affected by the manner in which the Palestinian prob- 
lem will be treated in the context of the effort to achieve a just and 
lasting [settlement] for the Arab-Israeli dispute. This includes the 
political dimension of th’ »Lom and its dimension as a refugee 
problem." 





Lebanese officials considered the U.S. reference to the political dimen- 
sion of Palestinian presence in Lebanon to be Cantamount to an endorsement 
of such a presence in a future Lebanese solution. They interpreted it 

as constituting U.S. support for the settlement of Palestinians in 
Lebanon. Former president Camille Sham'un took issue with Draper's state~ 
ment and said, "Palestinian presence in Jordan is different from 
Palestinian presence in Lebanon. Whereas the Palestinians are living tem- 
porarily in Lebanon, in Jordan they have Jordanian citizenship. The 
presence of Palestinians in Jordan is considered political due to the 
demu,raphic and geographic ties between the two banks." 


lt is worth noting here that the Lebanese Front has been launching 
vigorous campaigns against a number of U.S. officials, accusing them of 
planning to settle the Palestinians in Lebanon. The front has already 
attacked Harold Saunders, former assistant to the U.S. secretary of state 
because of a statement he made in which he too spoke about a political 
presence for the Palestinians in Lebanon. The Lebanese Front also launched 
vigorous campaigns against the U.S. Research Institute which is headed by 
William Barudi, Jr. Saunders had joined that institute after leaving his 
position at the State Department. These attacks resulted from information 
brought from Washington by Dr Charles Malik, member of the Lebanese Front. 
According to this information the new U.S. administration has charged this 
institute to prepare a study about U.S. policy in the Middle East. 


However, political circles in Beirut think that the Lebanese Front is 
only pretending to oppose the settlement of Palestinians in Lebanon so as 
to appease Christian public opinion. This is because in 1975 when the 
Lebanese war was beginning, the front did approve the naturalization of 
250,000 Palestinians. These sources go on to wonder about who initiated 
the proposal for a federation. They wonder about the meaning of making 
such a proposal in Lebanon at a time when a project for a federation or a 
confederation between Jordan, the West Bank and Gaza was being proposed. 
Does not this suggest that there is a slight connection between the two 
proposals and that a Lebanese federation would be part of a federal 
solution to the question of the entire region? Does not a federation in 
itself mean accepting the continued Palestinian presence in Lebanon, in 
compliance with a Christian public opinion that is rejecting this presence? 


Along these lines AL-MAJALLAH reveals that the subject of autonomy for 
the Christian regions in the context of a federation or a confederation 
has been investigated in depth during a series of successive communica- 
tions that have been taking place since last summer between Soviet ambas- 
sador to Beirut Alexander Soldatov and Bashir al-Jumayyil, the general 
commander of the Lebanese Forces. Some of these communications were public 
and others were confidential. The most recent of these took place at a 
secret dinner they had more than a month ago. Soldatov met twice with 
President Sham'un about that subject. Information [available to]

Of this Subject deepite the fact that some U.S. officials would prefer

ties Ses fet been oppeset te 4 federation since the onset of the Lebanese 
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war. Lt was the Lebanese communists who, since 1975, bexan by proposing 
the establishment of a “civilian administration” in the Islamic regions, 
Te this day, during the meetings of the Lebanese-Palestinian command of 
the joint forces the Lebanese communists are still proposing the establish- 
ment of a local Lebanese authority in those regions. But it is the 
Palestinian side that is opposing the establishment of this authority. in 
1976 the late Kamal Junblat began [pursuing this course], fully convineed 
that it would be possible to establish the Democratic, Socialist, Popular 
Republic of Lebanon on 80 percent of Lebanon's territory with the hope 
that the rest of the land would be liberated from the control of the 
parties of the Lebanese Front by means of the Palestinian army. lt is 
being said that the U.S. ambassador in Lebanon at the time, Dean Brown, 
had given Junblat the idea for this dream and that the Soviets had 
secretly encouraged him also. 


Therefore, these circles think that Moscow has no objections to the tem 
porary of permanent establishment of two federations in Lebanon. One of 
them would be a rightist Christian federation subject to U.S. influence, 
and the other would be an Islamic leftist federation that would set up 

4 total alliance with Syria and the Palestinians. But the question is 
thie: will the United States and the conservative Arab countries agree 
to the establishment of a leftist local authority in the Islamic regions 
which geographically make up most of the area of Lebanon’ 


Some find such an acceptance unlikely. Others think it is realistic if 

the ultimate solution to the Palestinian problem is set up on the basis of 
a federation between a Palestinian entity, controlled by the Liberation 
organization, and Jordan; or if the conditions of this solution required 
that most of the Palestinians in Lebanon remain in Lebanese territory. 


At the same time numerous observers are affirming that most of these pro- 
posed solutions are still being tested and that a Lebanese solution has 
been finally linked to a Middle East solution. This was accomplished by an 
international decision that no one so far has succeeded in abolishing or 
softening. Soviet and American agreement on not separating the question of 
Lebanon from the question of the Middle East is evidence of that. On the 
basis of this fact senior Lebanese officials are beginning to stress the 
statement that « Lebanese solution and a Middle Eastern solution would not 
come about without a U.S.-Seviet accord. Discussion of this point in 
particular was lengthy during the last summit meeting between President 
Sarkis and President al-Asad. Informed Lebanese sources affirmed that 
President Sarkis proposed to President al-Asad in this regard that he 
(is@., Sarkis go personally to Washington on a mission to open the 
channels (of communication] between the U.S. capital and Damascus, in an 
attempt to persuade Washington that Moscow was capable of thwarting any 
solution in the region to which it was not a party. [Sarkis also wants to 
persuade Washington) that the best way to ensure the security and 
stability of the Middle East region and of the oil countries and oil in 
general is based on defusing the Palestinian question, approving [the 
establishment of | a Palestinian state and coming to an agreement with 
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Syria on the basis of giving back the Golan Weights. These sources add 
that President aleAsad did net object te this idea, but that he thought 
there was no hope of persuading the U.S. administration [to accept! such 
an idea and that President Reagan's administration would not abandon the 
Camp David policy. Nevertheless, President Sarkis did consult with the 
U.S. ambassador in Beirut about the possibilicy of his making an official 
visit to Washington and about the real objective of that visit. Ambassador 
Dean cabled his government, and he has wot yet received its reply. 


All this indicates that everyone is still waiting to find out the lines 
of the new U.S. policy of to know the extent of ite willingness to comply 
with Moscow's invitation to come to terms over the map of the world and 
over the map of the Middle East in general. 
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
